BARNEY SCHREIBER’ S RACING PLANS. 



Louisville, Ky., August 1. — Barney Schreiber, ac- 
cording to reports from Woodlands Farm in Missouri, 
will race the biggest string of horses at Churchill 
Downs the coming fall that lie has sent to a Ken- 
tucky track since tin* last meeting at Douglas Park 
in 1908. when Dr. Ilolzhcrg, Alice George and Sor- 
rowful were members of ids stable. Jack Atkin 
and Sager will not be in the string, as after the 
Saratoga and the principal Canadian meetings are 
over, this pair will tic rested up for winter cam- 
paigning. The winter mouths of 1911 will prob- 
ably wind up the career of Jack Atkin on the turf 
and next spring, it is said. Mr. Schreiber will send 
him to the stud. The horses Mr. Sclireiber will race 
here the coming fall are chiefly two-year-olds and 
three-year-olds, those of the latter age being some 
that Dave Henry broke when he was at Woodlands 
Farm last year and which have never been trained 
to any extent. The two-year-olds arc chiefly the get 
of Bannockburn and Sir Hercules aud were not 
developed sufficiently for early training. In the lot, 
however, arc some promising colts and fillies. 

Mr. Sclireiber is undecided /ust what to do witli 
his yearlings, many of which are sous and daughters 
of Sain, out of his choicest mares. Mr. Schreiber 
counts on selling at least sixty of his eighty year- 
lings. 

Mr. Schreiber lias been making a careful investi- 
gation of the South American market. Should lie 
ship liis yearlings to the Argentine, he will consign 
about f'irty mures with them and he may himself 
go along to supervise the marketing of his stock 
and incidentally see something of racing as it Is 
conducted in the Argentine. 

Iu face of the blow racing seemingly lias been 
given in New York State, Mr. Sclireiber has no in- 
tention of quitting tlie racing and breeding busi- 
ness. but under existing conditions lie is obliged to 
curtail ids interest in this line, as liis holdings now 
total OOP head of thoroughbred horses. H. Eugene 
Leigh, the American trainer who lias now long been 
in France, has been trying to interest Mr. Schreiber 
iu taking a hand in foreign racing. The Missouri 
turfman, however, figures he is needed at home and 
that there is enough racing left iu the United States, 
Canada and Mexico, even without New York, to 
enable him to keep Ills head above water after lie 
reduces his stud. Mr. Sclireiber is a lover of his 
adopted land. He believes that the turf will eventu- 
ally regain its prestige, and that the extremists 
have about bad their day. 



CAPT. J. T. WILLIAMS’ GOOD HORSES. 



Louisville. Ky., August 1. — Capt. J. T. Williams, 
in speaking of his brilliant two-year-old. Governor 
Gray, said: "He is not the only great two-year-old 

that I have trained, for Creedmoor was some race 
horse himself as a two-year-old. It is a long 
gap between Creedmoor and Governor Grav, 
•• former having been a two-year-old ill 1875. 
when the Inaugural race meeting was held 
at Churchill Downs. Don't you know that 
*■■■•» of Asteroid was a good deal like Governor Gray. 
Whenever the distance lengthened out lie got liis 
horse. Vagrant had beaten him at tlie shorter dis- 
tances as a two-year-old. but when lie ran over six 
r-u-long“ at that age Creedmoor took his measure. 
As a three-year-old Vagrant defeated him in the 
Kentucky Derby, but when it came to going two 
miles in tlie Clark Stakes, Creedmoor turned the 
tables. I guess of all the great horses I have owned 
and trained, Creedmoor and Governor Gray were tlie 
best as two-year-olds, though Ram's Horn was a 
good youngster, and Proofreader was no had two- 
year-old. Joe Cotton at that age was hardly as 
good as one of the above-named, but he improved 
as a three-year-old. as did Vera Cruz, another great 
horse I once owned. Old Checkmate was at his 
best when he had fully matured. He could not heat 
an ordinary huudred-dollar colt when he was a two- 
year-old.” ________________

ALL IS READY AT SARATOGA 



INDICATIONS POINT TO MEETING OF GREAT 
BRILLIANCY AT THE SPA. 



Superabundance of Horses a Feature— Eastern and 
Western Stables to Clash as Usual — Move 
for Extension of the Meeting. 



Saratoga. N. Y.. August 1. — New York’s most 
popular summer resort never looked prettier than it 
does this season. Showers at night for tlie past ten 
days have kept vegetation in a healthy state, and 
the green lawns resemble velvet carpet — a decided 
contrast to the conditions in the southern part of 
tlie Empire State'. 

Turfmen from various parts of the country are 
enthusiastic regarding their horses. Tlie change of 
air and water has worked wonders with the thor- 
oughbred. Horses thrive during the racing session 
at the Springs, and iu the fall months possess sur- 
prising endurance. Superintendent It. E. Landers, 
of the Saratoga Association, lias worked earnestly 
to have tlie big plants under liis charge up to their 
former excellent condition. IDs efforts have met 
with success and all is ready for the bugler to call 
the horse* to tlie post. 

There promises to lie- a superabundance of horses 
at Saratoga this season. Already the stables are 
filled. As there are many western strings to be 
In-aid from, stall room will be at a premium. The 
short racing season on tlie Canadian circuit this 
year lias forced many owners who have never taken 
part in the meeting at Saratoga to apply for quar- 
ters. The problem to tlie track management will lie 
to provide accommodations for all who wish to par- 
ticipate in tin- racing. 

This meeting of the eastern and western racing 
dans, reinforced by tbe Canadian contingent, will 
add zest to the sport. Contests between horses of 
unknown quality will provide that uncertainty which 
is the chief charm of racing. Champions of various 
sections of the country, all with their loyal adher- 
ents. will rouse a difference of opinion which will he 
stimulative to betting. 

During tlie twcnty-lwo days of racing there will 
be thirty-two stake events. The value of these 
stakes and handicaps and the overnight races will 
lie worth, approximately. $25d.(KH) — tin- largest sum 
offered by any single racing association tills year. 
Tlie Saratoga Handicap, witli its guaranteed gross 
value of $7,500, is the richest turf event of its 
kind in the east. This Is not tlie only event which 
exceeds In value many of the earlier stakes. The 
Hopeful Stakes will be worth at least $18,000. with 
a possibility that the value will be further increased. 
Tbe Saratoga Special will lie worth $15,000 and an 
additional incentive will be a gold cup worth $2,500. 
Those are just a few of the rich features of the 
meeting. 

The opening day’s program will consist of six 
races, with tlie Saratoga Handicap, for three-year- 
olds and upward, at one mile and a quarter, and 
tin* Flash Slakes, worth $5,000. for two-year-olds, at 
five and a half furlongs, as the features. All of the 
great horses of tbe year are entered in both events. 
Among tlie eligibles in the Saratoga Handicap are 
Fitz Herbert. Ballot. Olambala. Dalmatian, Mask- 
ette. Hilarious, Sweep. King James. Waldo. Fash- 
ion Plate, sir Jotm Johnson. Pristilllii, Lovetie and 
Prince Imperial. In tlie Flash arc Trap Risk ami 
Footprint, the Belmont cracks. Iron Mask. Black- 
friar and Riiiinymede from the Keene stable. I ‘a god. 
Sea God. Seth. Mutineer. Swarth's Hill. Na Wa Ga, 
Caneli Hill. Herbert Turner and Naushon. 

Tbe people of Saratoga are keen for the continu- 
ance of the Saratoga meeting until tlie 10th or 12th 
of September. The first fortnight of September is 
really the best of Saratoga’s season, and if tin* 
horses remain here the hotels will remain tilled witli 
money -spending visitors. A movement is afoot among 
the merchants and hotel and Istarding house proprie- 
tors to raise by popular subscription a fund with 
which to help It. T. Wilson. Jr., meet the ex- 
penses of a protracted nicotine iu the event that 
the Coney Island Jockey Club defaults and Saratoga 
can secure the forfeited dates. No one at tlie 
Springs knows what tlie plans of. the Coney Island 
Jockey Club are. but it is understood that there is 
to Iu- a conference of track managers here this 
week, which will be attended by August Belmont. 
Schuyler Parsons. F. It. Hitchcock. James Butler. 
Philip .1. Dwyer, Senator Reynolds and R. T. Wil- 
son. Jr., and by Andrew Miller. Harry K. Knapp. 
James W. Wadsworth. John Sanford. James R. 
Koi -ic and F. K. Sturgis as stewards of tlie Jockey 
Club, ami members of tlie State Racing Commission. 

The August Belmont yearlings, sixteen in number, 
in charge of trainer John Whalen, have tieeti broken 
and are as tractable as their elder brothers and sis 
ters. Tlie Nursery -bred lot contains several colts 
and fillies that have tlie stamp of class. A brown 
till v by Hastings— SI. Priscilla, a sister to I’ris- 
cillian. has tlie earmarks of a real crack. Of the 
older division Field Mouse appears 100 pounds 
heavier than when last seen in public. 

Whist, tlie Singleton — Wood-nymph eolt. catches 
the experienced horseman’s eye. This promising 
youngster reminds one of King James in conforma- 
tion and action. He is fashionably bred and a 
splendidly proportioned colt. Whist girths inches 
more than any colt in the barn, and bis shoulders 
and withers indicate great weight-carrying ability. 
Ills quarters are isiwerfuUy built and liis stifles 
stand out. giving great reach' and driving imwer. 

Kimball Patterson, tin- young Kentuckian, and liis 
brother Charles have ls-cn on the grounds at Horse 
Haven for the past two weeks. Whining Widow. 
Plutocrat and the rest of the horses in Patterson’s 
charge are in suia-rb condition. 

•Tin- Notter mid Vincent Powers have been gallop- 
ing the horses of .T imes R. Keene and the Bever- 
wyck Stable respectively. Both riders ale down to 
weight ami will bo well engaged. 

Will Wallace arrived from I.atonia some davs ago 
with three horses, the property of Janies W. Me- 
Clcrnand. 

Trainer Thomas Welsh will not have anv starters 
in the Saratoga Handicap. Glucose and Pinna Kell 
are considered outclassed and arrangements have 
lieen made io turn out Prince Im|>erial for tbe 
balance of the season Tlie eolt went elioppv in liis 
last effort and Mr. Welsh decided that further rac- 
ing would impair Die colt’s usefulness. 

Fresh brush lias la-i-n placed on the jumps of tlie 
cross-country field. The course is absolutely safe, 
but it takes a natural fencer to get over the jumps 
at the Springs. 

Frederick A. Forsythe, who is on a trip to his 
farm Iu Kentucky, is expected to return here 
Wednesday. 

Frederick A. Forsythe’s Durante is receiving a 
special preparation over tlie old Horse Haven track. 
He bus done nothing startling, but work of a use- 
ful character. His muscles arc firm and hard, and 
Ills general appearance indicates that be is ready. 

0. L. Harrison's Waldo will not face the barrier 
for some time.

OUTLOOK NOT PROMISING 



SLIM PROSPECTS FOR RACING AT FORT ERIE 
AT PRESENT. 1 , 



Most of the Regulars Preparing to Depart for Sara- 
toga — J. W. Schorr and Trainer Albert 
Simons Part Company. 



Buffalo. N. Y., August 1.*— The o.utlook for racing 
at Fort Erie in the immediate future looks none t>io 
encouraging. The officials of the Niagara Racing As- 
sociation are in as great a quandary as on Saturday 
last and can make no positive announcement as to 
when the meeting will open. The general impres- 
sion is that there will be no racing here until after 
the Hamilton meeting or in October. The feeling 
is growing that a mistake was made in not openiug 
the meeting on Saturday last and that the postpone- 
ment will not help racing in this section. The post- 
ponement was made with the best of intentions Hnd 
was merely an unfortunate occurrence. Positive an- 
nouncement has been made that the stakes will all be 
run during the preseut racing season. 

Many of tbe regulars are departing, a majority 
having decided to go to Saratoga. Some few will 
go to Hamilton to await the opening of the meet- 
ing at that point. Judge Price, John Haehmcister 
and Harry Breivogel loft for Detroit tonight. Judge 
Price will spend a couple of days with George M. 
Hendrie at liis fishing camp. Mr. Hachmeister will 
continue on his way to Clncinhuti, while Mr. Brei- 
vogel will join Col. Matt J. Winn at Louisville and 
go to Juarez to help superintend the erection of 
the palatial clubhouse that is being built at the 
Juarez track. According to these gentlemen, it is 
a sure thing that Mars Cassidy will do the starting 
at Churchill Downs and Latonia this fall, the Infer- 
ence being that raeing in New York will close with 
the ending of the Saratoga meeting. There is some 
talk of trying to induce the Pimlico folk to opeu 
their meeting earlier than usual this fall, hut that 
has not been settled as yet. Many of the big east- 
ern stables will likely ship from Saratoga to Mon- 
treal and go from there to Toronto anil then on to 
Pimlico. Enough money is hung up at these points 
to induce the big eastern owners to participate in 
the meetings named. 

As an aftermath to tlie investigation recently held 
by Judges Price and Nelson. John W. Schorr, the 
Memphis turfman, whose rider, jockey Pease, was 
ruled off, has parted company with Albert Simons, 
his trainer. Simons’ name was involved in an un- 
favorable way in the investigation and this resulted 
in a rupture with Mr. Schorr. It is understood that 
Mr. Schorr’s horses will be handled in future by 
his sou. John F. Schorr, a capable youug man who 
lias shown his ability as a trainer by making some 
horses of poor caliber win. Young Mr. Schorr is 
liopular with horsemen and race-goers. 

Jack Sturgis received word from Baltimore tills 
morning of the death of Poemnoke. a liorse that won 
many races in his colors. I’ocomoke was turned out 
at the Burns farm after the Pimlico meeting, and is 
reported to have succumbed to an attack of 
catarrhal fever. 

John Howard and a party* of friends left tills 
evening for Port Rowan, where they will put in tlie 
time fishing until the opening of the Hamilton meet- 
ing. 

Joe Yeager made an affidavit and presented it to 
Judge Trice denying the charges that he had prom- 
ised Musgrave $230 if he won with Mill on the Floss. 

James Ross, who came from Lexington to witness 
the running of the $10,000 Dominion Handicap, will 
return to Kentucky. George H. Whitney, a well- 
known breeder, arrived from Lexington this after- 
noon. 

NIMBUS LACKS HIS CUSTOMARY SPEED. 

Odds-On Favorite in Melrose Stakes Runs Third — 
Apache Equals Track Record. 



New York. August 1. — Tlie running of the Melrose 
Stakes at Yonkers today resulted iu a big surprise 
when Nimbus, tlie odds-on choice, was beaten by 
Black Mate and Superstition. Black Mate liad been 
backed from 20 to 12 to 1. No excuses could be 
assigned for the Odom starter’s failure. He lacked 
the speed that lias marked his recent races, while 
Black Mate and Superstition lioth showed decided 
improvement. Of equal racing importance was a 
handicap at a mile aud twenty yards, which was 
won easily by Apache in 1:41$, equaling the track 
record recently established by Prince Gal with 116 
pounds up. Today Prince Gal only had to shoulder

This is t lie* first race run at lids distanei* in Montana 
and it gives a straightaway start instead of a sharp 
ukn as in a three quarter mile dash* 



The final declarations from the Futurity of 1910 
were made July 15 and the net result is that sixty- 
eight two-year-olds are now eligible to start. Of 
these twenty-three will have to pay in all $350 to 
start, or $100 forfeit to stay out. Forty-five 

will have to pay (>370 in all to start, or $120 

forfeit to stay out. This Futurity closed- 
with 932 nominations, of which 280 were 
void. There were 337 declarations at $10. 1341 at 
$20, 53 at $tio, and 64 at $70, so there are now piled 
up $13,530 in forfeits. Each of tin* sixty-eight 
eligible* has to add $100 to this sum and the Coney 
Island Jockey Club adds $10,1100, To start a horse 
costs $250 and the money from this source goes 
two-third? to the second liorse and one-third to the 
third horse. The deductions from the added money 
are $1,250 to tlie second horse, $750 to tin* third.

the nominator of the second and $500 to the nomi- 

nator of tin* third. From all of this it can he oal- 
i ula ted that to tlit* owner of the winner this year 
will fall tin* sum of about $21,230, or $20,230 if the 
winner was nominated by him.

Keene 
stable was reputed early in the year to shelter some 
great two-year olds, hut disease swept through tlie 
string and besides killing Katonah, tin* rumored star 
of them uli, disabled all but Iron Mask from taking 
part in the racing of the year so far. The siek 
ones are now recovered and are in good health and 
form at Saratoga. If. ns reported, Runnymeiie and 
Absconder are ranch better than Iron Mask, tlie 
Saratoga meeting will soon disclose the fact and 
give Mr. Keene an obvious chance lo land another 
Futurity. Mr. Sanford’s pair, Paton and Rockville, 
and Mr. Belmont’s Flint Rock are supposed to lie 
high-class youngsters in reserve auil several oilier 
stables have two-year-olils saved especially for the 
big event at Saratoga and the Futurity. It will 
not In* long now until public racing will appease 
curiosity regarding the real form of the dark divi- 
sion.
